The new diary of Colonel Repington, the 
famous British military writer, must be a 
juicy book. 
In it the Colonel sets down 
Borne impressions obtained during his re­ 
cent visit to this 
country 
to observe the 
Washington conference. 
These range all 
the way from the food at the New York 
restaurants to the president. 
‘‘Harding/* 
says Colonel Repington, “sees neither black 
nor white in a case, but only grays, and is 
a man of compromise who feels his way. 
He has no vanity. 
* 
• 
* 
Hughes, be­ 
ing a lawyer, cannot thiak. 
You are either 
innocent or guilty. 
There are no grays; 
only the black or the white.** 
The saving clause in this interesting sum­ 
mary of the president is, of course, the last 
one. That is a real compliment to Mr. Har­ 
ding. It is a great thing to have no vanity, 
and it is an especially great thing in the 
case of a man who “sees neither black nor 
white but only grays**— that is, “a man of 
compromise/' slow' to make up his mind 
one way or the other. 
Many men of just 
that type have been ruined by vanity; in­ 
deed, it seems to be a. type in which vanity 
frequently flourishes inordinately. 
Most Americans, 
after 
watching* 
the 
president pretty 
closely 
for a year, are 
probably ready to accept Colonel Reping- 
ton’s conclusion 
regarding the 
matter. 
They have seen no signs of vanity in Mr. 
Harding. 
Doubtless many of his fellow-ci- 
tizens perceive his limitations more plainly 
than he himself perceives them, but he is 
by no means unaw are of them and his head 
has not expanded noticeably since he en­ 
tered the white house. Probably there are 
those about him who have tried to persuade 
him that he is a great man, but he seems to 
have common sense enough to know* better. 


BY-PRODUCTS OF DISARMAMENT. 


Several thousand workers in 
certain 
American navy yards have been laid off 
as 
a 
result 
of 
the 
suspension 
of 
work on the naval building program. 
Of 
course, this was to be expected and it is 
likely that a good many other navy yard 
workers will be turned loo-e before long 
But these effects of naval limitation will 
not be serious in this country compared 
with the effects in Japan. 
It is said that 
there the suspension of navy yard work 
will affect bo many thousand of workmen 
as to create grave unrest if Other work is 
not found for them. 
These are in one 
sense 
minor by-pro­ 
ducts of disarmament, yet they may make 
trouble. 
The preparedness business or in­ 
dustry has attained 
gigantic 
dimensions 
and the livelihood 
of many thousands of 
persons depend on it. 
In this country the 
number who make a livelihood in the pre­ 
paredness industry is small compared with 
the total population, but in Japan the num­ 
ber so employed constitutes a considerable 
proportion of the population. 
The Japan­ 
ese will have to work out a plan under 
which too many of these people will not be 
thrown out of employment at once. 
Dispatches from Tokio indicate that the 
Japanese government already has such a 
plan and that the plan involves the trans­ 
fer of most of the battleship workers to the 
building of submarines. 
If this is true, it is 
another illustration of the difficulty of cir­ 
cumventing the war god, Mars.

RESERVATION FOR BIRDS. 


From the New York Evening Post. 


The great advantage of presenting $200 
to the birds, as a kindly 
anonymous has 
just done, is that it can have no harmful ef­ 
fect on their 
character. 
They 
will con­ 
tinue to keep their 
prudent 
early hours, 
save for a little natural night 
awakening. 
W eather 
permitting, 
they 
will 
rustle 
around for their own worms and seeds. 
It 
is impossible to pauperize birds except by 
means of gilded cages. 
This partial pen­ 
sion will not 
demoralize 
them, 
nor is it 
likely to create class feeling. Although the 
gift is intended for wild birds, if a bird has 
become tame he is probably so by prefer­ 
ence and does not need financial 
assist­ 
ance. 
However, it has become 
quite 
evident 
that birds do appreciate good accommoda­ 
tions. 
They will leave the old home with­ 
out a pang, once they catch a glimpse of 
those 
well-appointed 
bird 
sanctuaries 
which invite them to idle away the hours 
in safety along the gulf coast instead of 
taking their chances with red squirrels and 
shotguns in their native woods. 
The great 
game reservations 
are 
filling up. 
Quar­ 
ters there have always gone for a song, and 
the New’ England friend of birds wants 
them to be as plentiful in the East as they 
are in the south. 
We don’t w'ant to wake 
up and find ourselves birdless, here on the 
Atlantic coast. 
This particular benefaction has gone to 
the National Association of Audubon Soc­ 
ieties, which wants to please the birds for 
themselves alone. But it is a paradox that 
“interests” whose business and diversion is 
the killing of birds have striven to enter­ 
tain them 
just 
as 
agreeably. 
Still, the 
birds don’t care. 
They enjoy equally the 
ministrations of gunpowder 
makers 
and 
altruists. 
They know’ only that the nice, 
safe residence is there, to be dwelt in in 
bliss, as far as they are concerned, to all 
eternity.
